The Nalgo branch met this 
week to discuss Meyer’s criti¬ 
cisms, but declined to comment 
toflD, requesting that this story 
be dropped pending a meeting 
with a “forum” of its members. 

He came to Lambeth from 
Hackney in September 1983, but 
within six weeks the staff under 
his control had organised a vote 
of no confidence. 

The only major change he 
says he brought about during 
this time was the compulsory 
signing of flexitime time sheets 
to accompany the honour sys¬ 
tem of timekeeping in use at 
Lnmbeth.

TWO disciplinary hearings 
brought at Lambeth council 
against architects failed to go 
ahead this week, as plans were 
hatched to begin counter in¬ 
vestigations. 

Herbert Meyer, a £22,000 a 
year practice manager who has 
been suspended on full pay for 
nine months, hud his case put 
back for "about a month”. 

And Mark Drummond, a 
senior architect under Meyer, 
refused to attend a hastily 
arranged hearing on Wednes¬ 
day, protesting that he had been 
given only 26 hours' notice 
instead of the statutory five 
days, and was being pressured to 
defend himself against charges 
he had not had time to fully 
consider. 

Drummond said he had been 
suspended for speaking to the 
press and for backing Meyer’s 
allegations of union intimida¬ 
tion. The union involved, 
Nalgo, was unavailable for 
comment. 

Meanwhile, Tory councillors 
are determined to investigate the 
disputes when they take over 
from the caretaker Labour 
leadership at Lambeth on April 
25. • 

According to sources in the 
council, the new leadership will 
immediately reinstate Meyer 
and Drummond and launch an 
inquiry into the running of the 1 
borough development office 
and the conduct of Nalgo shop 
stewards.

Institute critics win moral victory at special general meeting 






ON SCHOOL CUTS 


AN overwhelming maj¬ 
ority at Wednesday's 
special general meeting 
at the RIBA called on the 
institute to uphold its 
charter and resist Gov¬ 
ernment pressures for 
education cuts. 

But the vote at the end of 
the long-awaited debate was 
reduced to a formality when 
education chairman Peter 
Melvin asked everyone to 
support the motion. 

He claimed the institute had 
upheld its charter and had taken 
a responsible line in defence of 
education. 

But Na t ban S il ver, head of the 
threatened North East London 
Polytechnic school, who sec¬ 
onded the motion, slammed the 
institute’s record and described 
institute leaders as “bootlickers 
so misguided they will deserve 
the boot they get". 

Following the outcome of the 
vote, 131 to 5 with one absten¬ 
tion, the institute should im¬ 


mediately move to defend 
NELP and other schools, said 
the motion’s proposer, Peter 
Wilson. 

But the institute's official line 
was that it had been doing what 
its many critics said it should be 
doing. 

Wilson said: “The RIBA's 
education and professional 
development committee should

be castigated for its behaviour 
and lack ofconsultation with the 
schools.” 

Replying to the motion, 
Professor John Tarn, vice- 
chairman of the EPDC, said the 
institute had maintained a 
responsible, positive view in 
difficult circumstances. 

He emphasised that the com¬ 
mittee had formed its own views 
independently of Ihe Govern¬ 
ment, and was committed to a . 
five-year course and a network 
of schools. Il had opposed 
closure proposals for Belfast.

The RIBA was 
"running scared and negligent” 
in t he face of Government pres¬ 
sures. 

John Lane, president of the 
Royal Incorporation of Archi¬ 
tects in Scotland, said his 
members were opposed to all 
cuts and that the RIBA and the 
schools should "stop arguing, 
gel round the table and fight 
together". 

But RIBA treasurer Noel 
Wurr defended the institute's 
record. Numbers were hot being 
cut, but stabilised, he said. This 
was against a background of 
static workload.' 

Huddersfield school head 
Tony Forward alleged the 
institute had fallen Into n 
"situation of collusion and 
appeasement” wilh Govern¬ 
ment. 

Commenting on the educa¬ 
tion review, he said: "The whole 
process has been irretrievably 
flawed. There is a horrible 
stench about the affair.” 

Professor Douglass Wise 
from York University warned of 
the indirect effects of the 
proposed cuts. Although a 
reduction In student numbers 


now seemed inevitable given the 
RIBA's stance, he said further 
cuts could be on the way. 

Peter Ahrends, newly ap¬ 
pointed professor at the Bart¬ 
lett, but who spoke as a practi¬ 
tioner, questioned the need to 
“stabilise" Ihe profession.

ONE of Scotland’s nreas of 
highest unemployment could be 
deprived of500jobs because two 
councils and a college cannot 
join forces to produce land fora 
car park in Paisley,Strathclyde. 

Developer Arrowcroft has 
been trying to get agreement 
over the car park for 2 1 /, years, 
since winning permission for a 
town cent re scheme, designed by 
Scott Brownrigg & Turner, in 
1983. 

Planning gain for the council 
was to bc a 500-spncc car park, 
for which a site exists — but it is 
owned by Paisley College of 
Technology, which has so far 
resisted negotiating a firm deal 
with the developer. 

The college is understood to 
have hopes of expanding facil¬ 
ities on the land. 

Renfrew council has declined 
to become involved with the 
impasse, for example by issuing 
a compulsory purchase order, 
because it says it is a county 
responsibility. But Strathclyde 
council has taken the altitude 
that it is up to the developer to 
sort out his own parking prob¬ 
lems. 

A spokesman for the archi¬ 
tects said Paisley needed park¬ 
ing with or wit horn a centre, and 


the college site was a logical one. 

The developers say their 
scheme, which would link three 
streets, provide room for ex¬ 
panded stores, a covered market 
and 45 shops, would provide 500 
permanent jobs, plus 750 build¬ 
ing industry jobs during con¬ 
struction. 

Arrowcroft’s Nichaolas Hai 
said there was a limit Lo how long 
the company could nfford to 
continue with the scheme, which 
it has been working on for six 
years. 

It could be weeks rather than 
months before a final decision 
would have lo be taken, he said.

Petition opposes 
Seifert scheme 


COMMUNITY activists are 
seeking massive public support 
for their petition aimed at 
stopping the £70 million Seifert 
scheme for Limehouse Basin, 
East London. 

The petition by the Lime- 
house Development Group 
proposes an alternative scheme 
and asks several public figures 
Inc udingTed Hollamby, Larry 
Rolland and the Social Demo¬ 
cratic leader and Limehouse 
resident David Owen, to do 
anything you can to help us 
avert a local and national 
tragedy”. 

Tlie British Waterways Board 
plans for luxury housing and. 
offices were heavily criticised 
during a lengthy public inquiry 
last year. * 

At the inquiry the Govern¬ 
ment inspector urged that 
planning permission be refused. 
But the inspector's decision was 
overruled by Patrick Jen kin 
during his last week in office in 
August 1985. 

. The evidence against Seifert’s 
proposals for developer Hunt¬ 
ing Gate said the scheme would: 

• not integrate wilh the sur¬ 
rounding area; 

• sacrifice the histone charac¬ 
ter of the Limehouse area and 
Special nature of the basin; 

• reduce the size and avail¬ 
ability of the water resources;

The Limehouse Development 
Group plans to set up a special 
trust wilh members from local 
bodies, including the London 
Docklands Development Cor¬ 
poration and Tower Hamlets 
council. 

The trust would act like a 
mini-development corporation, 
selling and leasing sites to a wide 
range of developers and attract¬ 
ing loans from public, private 
and charity sources.

My photographs show the 
Prince of Wales visiting the Lea 
View estate in Hackney, the first 
renovation of a large, high- 
density estate in this country 
where council tenants have been 
fully and effectively involved. 

Its success is now well known 
and the unique combination of 
factors which made it possible 
were: 

• tenants prepared to organise 
and take on bureaucracy; 

• architects prepared to help 
them do so and involve them 
imaginatively in the design 
process; 

• a supportive council. 

Elsewhere the same day, the 
prince saw a similar estate 
undergoing renovation in the 
manner traditional throughout 
the country for decades. There 
were no tenants to greet HRH 
since their only involvement was 
receiving a letter entitled Ten¬ 
ants Consultation from the 
director of community services. 
After briefly setting out details 
of the proposed improvements, 
the letter stated: "I feel sure you 
will agree that these works will 
improve the quality of life in the 
area.” 

As for the tenants' own 
quality of life: “All the tenants 
will be offered transfers to 
alternative accommodation" 
(not promised, or as it turned 
out, "in the area").

access where none existed) in 
progress, Dr Alice Coleman 
commented that they were “a 
complete waste of money". 

A community worker said 
attempts by tenants to renovate 
estates in the area in Lea View 
style were opposed by the 
council's architects on the 
grounds that they might not get 
the work (quite probably, since 
the tenants would choose archi¬ 
tects they had confidence in). 

This cannot be what Atwell 
means when he refers to public 
sector architects "quietly prac¬ 
tising their own form of com¬ 
munity architecture", but what 
does he mean? People oR.en have 
very good reasons for practising 
quietly. 
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THE controversy over proposed housing 
development in the green belt is only the 
latest example of the continuing debate 
on the role or planning, about which most 
people have mildly schizophrenic 
attitudes. We want planning to protect 
what we've got, but if we want something 
which planners are stopping us from 
having, then we suddenly see them as a 
red-tape-ridden bureaucratic menace. 
Generally speaking, property developers 
have been as ambivalent about their 
attitude as the rest of the public. While 
every developer has a horror story about 
planners (and vice-versa), It is also the 
case that the planning framework allows 
the able developer to take advantage of 
whatever leeway there may be, and to do 
so secure in Ihc knowledge that the 
system incorporates restrictions which 
lead to high returns for those who obtain 
permissions. 

There are examples, however, where 
the property industry Is increasingly 
coming to the view that planning is a good 
thing. One is shopping centre develop- 
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ment, the subject of an internalional 
conference In The Hague this week 
attended by more than 700 delegates, 
(300 of them from Britain and a good 
proportion of those comprising British 
architects). The conference chairman, 
developer Julian Markham, launched a 
strong attack on the random spread of 
retail development In the UK, achieved 
by the opportunistic seeking of planning 
permissions for Industrial and warehouse 
land which then evolve Into haphazard 
centres. Markham applauded the 
planning policies of Paris, which 
designated a series of out-of-town 
regional centres surrounding (he city. 
This had (he effect not only of promoting 
new development, but also, through a 
strong planning policy, protected the 
centre; Tosco, a major inner city retailer, 
has made n similar point (sec page 2). 

Ironically, one of (he themes of the 
conference, the growth in the “special¬ 
ity" shopping centre, may ha.? little 
relevance for the deprived inner areas, 
which need good ret al 11 ng If they are to be

RIBA's reversal 
over apartheid 


From Abe Hayeem 
THE RIBA's encouraging de¬ 
cision to withdraw recognition 
or South African schools of 
architecture taken last February 
was put into reverse gear on 
March 26 by allowing those 
already on the course to con¬ 
tinue to obtain RIBA status. 

This belittles and dilutes the 
effectiveness of the decision and 
indicates the RIBA establish¬ 
ment's resistance to a firm stand 
against apartheid, becauseof its 
obvious interests in South 
Africa. Since architects are so 
bound up with society in their 
work, they cannot relinquish 
their responsibility on import¬ 
ant human and moral issues, 
throw up their hnnds in horror 
and cry “Politics!" 

The RIBA cannot pretend 
that recognising mainly white 
students and architects who 
operate in an openly fascist and 
racist country is not “political", 
or that maintaining links is 
helping liberal and “anti-

apartheid" architects. These 
architects have for years pro¬ 
fited from the apartheid system 
and, in fact, it is by boycotting 
their institutions that real 
change will be brought about. 
They will always be in a privil¬ 
eged position, links or not. The 
blacks must be listened to in this 
case, for they are the injured 
party, and theycall forsanctions 
to aid their light against apar¬ 
theid. 

The RIBA appears more con¬ 
cerned not to be "vindictive" to 
the existing 96 per cent white 
student body in the univer¬ 
sities by immediate cutting of 
recognition, forgetting that this 
cocks a snook at the majority 
black student body who are 
facing the most harrowing 
tribulations in their fight for 
equality in their own country. 
They suffer the utmost brutality, 
arrests, detentions, torture and 
indiscriminate shootings of even 
the youngest toddlers in boycot¬ 
ting and resisting the iniquitous 


i education laws. Our concern 
I should be directed at ihcir 
struggle for freedom, let alone a 
decent education. 

No more, as used to be 
claimed by the proponents of 
links, is there any illusion that 
dialogue is useful or that the 
while regime wishes lo change 
apartheid. The violence has 
escalated lo a daily slaughter of 
blacks. Any responsible indi¬ 
vidual or institution with South 
African connections, as the 
RIBA has in a big way, must take 
immediate action to end them, 
to help bring about a free South 
Africa and the totalabolitionof 
apartheid. Everything must be 
done, especially by the West, to 
end this vile regime now and not 
in 20, 30 or 100 years. A total 
boycott is the first step, as urged 
by the banned African National 
Congress, who were forced to 
take violent action after gen¬ 
erations of peaceful persuasion 
produced no change. 

The RIBA, while listening to 
South African architects at 
previous debates, has refused to 
hear the arguments put by 
experts from the olher side. 
Although several council mem¬ 
bers have eloquently put the case 
for ending links, the council 
establishment seems reluctant 
to listen to the real rationale in 
favour of the boycott of South

As I predicted, the committee 
is to co-opt members with 
"direct experience of architec¬ 
ture". It would be interesting to 
know who these co-opted archi¬ 
tectural persons will be, as no- 
one from architectural edu¬ 
cation in the public (poly¬ 
technic) sector would be accept¬ 
able lo the UGC, and no-one 
from the architectural edu¬ 
cation scene in the university 
world can be co-opted, as their 
own departments are under 
scrutiny. 

I think it is significant that the 
co-opted members with “direct 
experience of architecture" are 
not staled as having direct 
experience of architectural 
education (quite a different 
thing). Arc we to sec the 
practitioner members or ihc 
Esher transbinnry roped in to 
legitimise the university in¬ 
spections? As the whole of the 
educational world is set against 
closures (and that is the whole 
object of the exercise), the 
architects who serve on these 
inspection boards can only be 
regarded as professional 
Quislings.

Wildlife in the 
wasteland

BOB Smyth’s letter (Mnrch 21) 
gives the impression or wishing 
to rale higher the presence of 
pioneer species on derelict land 
than the total impression thesilc 
makes upon the beholder. 

This is understandable be¬ 
cause many tv programmes and 
much literature on wildlife has a 
tendency to concentrate the 
layman’s interest upon the 
individual species rather than 
upon the whole scene. In 
contrast, the landscape architect 

— the profession Smyth scorns 

— is trained lo see both “the 
wood and the trees” and to 
assess the value of what lies 
around a raw site for its poten¬ 
tial In anew landscape—butnot 
to be hypnotised by it. 

■ I do wonder whether Smytlris 
using landscape architects as 
whipping boys in his campaign 
against the now deceased GLC 
' — whose landscape staff strove 
so hard to estate Burgess Tark 
. for the benefit of the people of 
Southwark and Camberwell. I 
well recall as a student going to 
County Hail to sec Aber- 
: crombic's original proposals for 
London and beingamazedtosee 
a new park proposed for an 
extensively bombed area not 
half a mile from where I lived, 

■ arid wondering how long it 
might take to overcome local 
r prejudice against it. 

I do agree with him over the 
1 • need to brief landscape manage- 
• mcnl staff on the correct works 
for sustaining 1 the new gener- 
• atlon of nature parks. One longs 
for a return of permanent staff 
-on each site who have an 
. Incentive to cherish the partic¬ 


ular assets of their site — rather 
than the visiiingganghunkcdmi 
a simple universal schedule of 
works and a bonus scheme, and 
with little opportunity to 
appreciate the designer's in¬ 
tentions unique to each site. 

Finally, in answer to Smyth's 
"warning" to the new ground¬ 
work trusts, I would only say: 
fear not! With sound pro¬ 
fessional guidance I believe they 
cun quickly acquire the habit of 
baluncingthe need loclcaraway 
unsightly features with the need 
to encourage wildlife habitats lo 
develop. Certainly my ex¬ 
perience of the Colne Valley 
staff supports this hope.

Originally constructed for 
General Motors, the building 
which is now owned by 
Mercedes-Benz United King¬ 
dom is situated at Tongweil, 
close to another very large, 
building owned by Volkswagen.' 

According to our arithmetic 
the Burton building is con¬ 
siderably smaller than some 
existing structures.

The effect of under-certlflcatlon 
of Interim certificates by (he 
architect 

Lubenham Fidelities & Invest¬ 
ment Co Ltd v South Pembroke¬ 
shire District Council and 
Another (Court of Appeal) 

The issues raised in this case arc 
common enough in practice, 
a lihough this is the first time that 
they have been considered 
directly by the courts. As such 
this is an imporunit case. While 
the issues raised are common 
enough, the particular cir¬ 
cumstances in which they were 
raised is unusual. 

South Pembrokeshire council 
entered into three contracts with 
a contractor, all bnsed on the 
JCT Standard Form with Quanti¬ 
ties for Local Authorities 1963 
Edition (July 1975 Amend¬ 
ments). The contractor pro¬ 
vided performance bonds and, 
having failed to perform, the 
council turned to the bondsnia n, 


namely Lubenham Fidelities & 
investments. Unusually, for this 
country, the bondsman took 
over responsibility for com¬ 
pleting the contracts and en¬ 
tered into appropriate JCT 
contracts as the main contrac¬ 
tor, with the intention of sub¬ 
contracting the performance of 
the outstanding works. 

The dispute arose in relation 
to two of the contracts when (he 
named architects, the Wiglcy 
Fox Partnership, issued interim 
certificates under each on the 
usual RIBA form. However, 
both stated as due a much lower 
sum than should have been 
certified. First, because rather 
than taking into account defec¬ 
tive work in the valuation of 
work as slated in the certificate, 
it stated the value of work as if 
not defective, from which was 
deducted the retention and then 
a further reduction for the 
defective work. This meant that 
the total retention was greater 
than it should have been. 
Secondly, a deduction for 
liquidated damages was made 
on the face of the certificate 
itself, which is clearly not 
authorised underclause 3Qf2)of 
the conditions. And in any event 
this deduction was made before 
the contractual completion dale 
had even been reached.

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to all concerned, therefore, that 
the amount stated as due in the 
interim certificates was signi¬ 
ficantly lower than it should 
have been. However, the council 
paid only the amount shown at 
the bottom of the certificate as 
being due. Lubenham regarded 
this as a breach of contract by 
the council and sought to 


determine its own employment 
under the contract on the basis 
of the council's failure to pay the 
proper amount. It also ac¬ 
cordingly withdrew its sub¬ 
contractor from site. The coun¬ 
cil regarded this as a suspension 
or the carrying out of the works 
without reasonable cause by 
Lubenham. and purported to 
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i determine the Lubenham em¬ 
ployment under the contract on 
(his basis. 

In the proceedings, not only 
did the council and Lubenham 
accuse one another of being in 
breaeh of contract, they built 
also blunted the architects lor 
any losses which they may have 
suffered as a result of the 
premature determination be¬ 
fore completion of the con¬ 
tractor's employment. 

Thejudgnient ofthecourt was 
given by Lord Justice Mavaiul is 
of some length. However, it is 
possible to analyse and sum¬ 
marise the legal position jp 
respect of an architect's under- 
cert ifieni ion under JCT (»3 (ami 
probably JCT K0 also) in the 
following manner: 

1. The interim certificate ofthe 
architect is a condition prece¬ 
dent to the contractor's right to 
payment. 

2. Even if the certificate con¬ 
tains patent (obvious) errors, 
the employer need only pay 
what is stated as due on the face 
of the certificate, even if he is 
aware or ought to be aware that 

it contains wrongful deductions, 
for example a deduction of liqui¬ 
dated damages before the com¬ 
pletion date is reached. 

3. The normal procedure will 
then be for the patent error (or 
the latent error once deicctcd)to 
be adjusted in the next certi¬ 
ficate or, if the architect is 
unwilling to do so, the issue can 
be the subject of an arbitration 
which can be started immedi¬ 
ately and does not have to await 
practical completion. 

4. Provided the employer pays 
the amount staled as due on the 
interim certificate he is not in 
breach of contract, even if he is 
aware that it is wrong. The 
position will of course he 
different ifil is the employer who 
lias prevailed upon (he architect 
to nnder-ccrtify, or if otherwise 
the employer has hindered the 
architect in the proper carrying 
out of his certification duties. 

5. Liquidated damages .should 
not be deducted on the face of 
ihe certificate itself. It j S u matter 
rpr the employer to make a 
deduction from the a mount 
stated ns due in the interim 
certificate when he conies to 
make payment. Obviously, the 
deduction of liquidated dam¬ 
ages before the contractual or 
extended contractual com¬ 
pletion date is reached is wholly

five primary causes of the failure 
of which the first two were the 
most significant. They were as 
follows: 

1. The entry of excessive water 
between the tiles and the sub¬ 
strate due to:- (ay defective 
weathering strips which were 
ineffective against driven rain; 
(b) The nature of the grout 
which did not waterproof the 
joints; (c) The existence of voids 
between the tiles and the bed. 

2. Differential in the thermal 
and moisture movements be¬ 
tween tiling (with its asso¬ 
ciated bedding) and the render, 
and likewise between tiling, 
(with associated bedding and 
render) and the substrate. 

3. Inadequate key between 
render and mortar bed. 

4. Inadequate key between 
concrete and render. 

5. Excessive overall thickness 
of bed and render setting up 
shear stresses on interfaces. 

After stating that the two 
most probable causes were the 
combination of excessive water 
penetration and the differential 
in thermal and moisture move¬ 
ment, (he judge dealt with the 
situation where there are con¬ 
tributory causes leading to the 
same damage in circumstances 
where the defendant (in this case 
the architects) may be at fault in 
relation to one, but not in 
relation to the other. 

The judge quoted part of the 
speech of Lord Simon in Mc¬ 
Ghee v NCB (1973) as follows: 
",.. where an injury is caused by 
two (or more) factors operating 
cumulatively, one (or more) of 
which factors is a breach of duty 
and one (or more) is not so, in 
such a way that it is impossible lo 
ascertain the proportion in 
which the factors were effective 
in producing the injury or which 
factor was decisive, the law docs 
not require n . . . plaintiff to 
prove tiie impossible, but holds 
that he is entitled to da mages for 
the injury if he proves, on n 
balance of probabilities, that the 
breach or breaches of duty 
contributed substantially to 


causing the injury. If such 
factors so operate cumulatively, 
it is. in myjudgmcni. immaterial 
whether they do so concurrently 
or successively." 

Using this principle the judge 
then considered the degree of 
responsibility falling upon the 
architects for each of the five 
causes listed above. In doing so, 
he made the point that not only 
did he have to have regard to the 
test of competence of the 
ordinarily skilled practitioner, 
but also to the particular 
circumstances of the case in¬ 
cluding, in this instance, the fact 
that in the late E950s Norman & 
Dawbarn were in the forefront 
of thinking in the use of ceramic 
tiling for external cladding on 
tall buildings in this country. 

The major criticism was in 
relation to the inadequacy of the 
weathering strips immediately 
hencath the sills at the top of the 
tiling in each panel anti the 
failure lo require waterproof 
grout. This was an error of 
supervision or, alternatively, 
design in that the contractor was 
permitted to use short strips 
with a scnlani at each end. The 
sealant was not an appropriate 
first line of defence nguinsi 
driven rain. The judge held that 
the evidence of failure by the 
architects to take reasonable 
steps in their design and super¬ 
vision to guard against such 
water penetration was formid¬ 
able. 

There was also incomplete 
buttering at the back of the tiles 
resulting in voids that would be 
likely to either retain moisture 
or enable it to penetrate further 
behind the tiles. The degree of 
shortcoming in this regard was 
sufilcientlyextensive to lead toa 
finding of negligent supervision 
in relation to the inadequate key 
between render and mortar bed 
and concrete and render. 

In summary, therefore, the 
architects were liable for their 
failure to take reasonable steps 
to protect adequately against 
excessive water penetration and 
permitting bad workmanship of 
the tilers lo remain uncor- 
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rectal, whereby the effect nf 
water penetration was exacer¬ 
bated and which in turn led in a 
(Lingcnuis situation 

.Comment 

The period of limitation nf 
actions in negligence is six years 
from the date on which damage 
is suffered. The judge held that 
the material date was that un 
which relevant and significant 
damage first occurred, follow¬ 
ing Judge Sir William Siabh QC 
in London Borough nf Bromley v 
Rmh A Tomkln\ l.rdt 19R5). The 
tiling had fallen off in October 

1977. T lie writ was issued in May 

1978. There was no evidence in 
suggest that damage had been 
suffered before the fall, and as 
the judge put it: "| harp on a 
well-worn string in emphasising 
that it is physical damage and 
not defects, nor economic loss, 
that constitutes damage as con¬ 
templated by Lord Fraser in 
Pirelli General Cable Works Ltd 
v Oscar Faber A Partners 
(1983)." 

This ease represents another 
all too common example of 
architects heing found liable 
years (in this case 30) after they 
did their design. The law on 
limitation in respect of liability 
for negligence in respect of 
latently defective buildings is 
likely to be amended before long

Measure of damages for breach 
of Building Rt-gulai Ions 
Fry and Pvm v Jackson i.td and 
Guildford Borough Council {Ja n-

The facts of this case were 
typical. Defective fimnUiiiinns 
followed a departure by the 
builder from approved founda¬ 
tion plans, departure condoned 
by a building inspector of the 
council. 

Dm the case is interesting in 
that it had to deal with the 
appropriate measure of dam¬ 
ages. 

Twoamples, the Frys and the 
Pyms, moved nut of their semi¬ 
detached houses which had been 
affected by settlement while 
substantial huiklingworkswem 
on, namely to prop-up the first 
floor, demolish internal walls. 


break-up ami remove ion crate 
uversite of screed, excavate to 
load-bearing strata for founda¬ 
tions for internal w ills, form 
foundations, lay out hardcore, 
iivcrstte of screed, rebuild 
internal walls and make goud 
services and redecorate. For 
each property the cost was in 
excess of £ 12,000. 

The council's point was this. 
It produced expert evidence that 
by the time the remedial works 
were carried out the settlement 
had virtually spent it self and was 
unlikely to continue furl her. At 
that time the only possible 
danger, it contended, was in 
relation to a potent ini fracture 
or puncture of various service 
pipes, for example gas, foul 
sewer etc. h therefore argued 
that the only recoverable cost 
was that necessary to avoid 
imminent danger to health or 
safety. 

Readers will recall that die 
duty of local authorities to 
ensure compliance with Ruilil- 
ing Regulations is imposed upon 
them in the interests of safety 
mid welfare of occupiers and 
members of the public in re¬ 
lation to properties in their area 
—- Anns v London Borough of 
Merlon (1978). 

The cost of rendering the

pound-.. On the other hand, the 
house owner-occupier’s ap¬

At the opening plenary ses¬ 
sion each theme was introduced 
by specialists, and participants 
were invited to sign up for the 
theme of their choice. During 
the afternoon each themegroub 
met separately for presentations 
and informal discussions. Par¬ 
ticipants were encouraged to 
bring examples of innovations 
to discuss their possible appli 


cations and limitations in other 
contexts. 

Some theme groups were 
high£ structured. At the end of 
the first day a great deal of 
discussion had taken place and 
most people had made some sort 
of contribution. Participants 
were provided with a real test of 
tneir ability to respond to 
unforeseen challenges when the 
water mains to the polytechnic 
were damaged and the boiler 
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providing the centra! heating to 
the symposium rooms had to be 
closed down. This not only 
reduced the internal tempera¬ 
ture to that of the surrounding 
snow-covered landscape, but 
more importantly closed the 
toilets and even the student bar! 
undaunted, participants de¬ 
scended on the local pub and 
returned in time for an evening 
buffet during which discussion

The problems of innovation 
in public services provision and 
maintenance attracted a large 
number of participants and 
those representing the engin¬ 
eering profession thought that 
their contribution was often too 
late to be effective. It was 
generally agreed that adapta- 
tionsofexistmg proven methods 
represented the best way of 
meetin'g the wide range of 
community needs and site 
conditions facing the services 
designer. 

It was also felt that the 
greatest scope for innovation 
lies in the organisation of 
projects which would enable 
engineers to be involved in 
project design. It wns argued 
thal more care was needed in 
considering the maintenance 
requirements of a project so that 
low initial levels of develop¬ 
ment would work effectively 
during an interim period until 
higher levels of provision could 
be afforded. There was felt to be 
considerable need for training 
programmes which integrate 
practical work with new ideas 
and provide incentives for those 
who have successfully com 
pleled training programmes 


"I his would help considerably 
by using projects to huil«J 
institutional capability mid 
would change the attitudes of 
both professionals and com¬ 
munities. One of the technical 
options discussed by the group 
was the use of aerial photo¬ 
graphs as a design technique 
innovation. This was seen as 
both attractive, quick and very 
economic, though limited hy 
official fcg military) constraints 
and the size of a neighbourhood. 

Devolution 

The fourth group was con¬ 
cerned with innovations in 
developmental management 
and social organisation for local 
development. The group discus¬ 
sed a runge of options to achieve 
decentralisation and a devolu¬ 
tion of decision-making at four 
levels — policy, metropolitan, 
agenev and community. Op¬ 
tions tor decentralisation at the 
metropolitan level were illus¬ 
trated with the case of Mctro- 
Manila which showed the need 
for greater coordination bet¬ 
ween agencies in central gov¬ 
ernment. At the agency level the 
case study given was Sri Lanka's 
million-house programme. This 
illustrated the need far institu¬ 
tional change, especially at the 
implementation stage, where it 


was felt that central control uf 
the programme had inhibited its 
success. 

Participants felt there were 
considerable advantages in 
involving communities directly 
and that by, recognising the 
different types of household 
formation and in particular the 
role of women, more sensitive 
schemes could be developed. 

But the cautionary point was 
made that institmionalisationat 
the local community level can 
lead to a basic change in 
community objectives and be¬ 
haviour which is difficult to 
incorporate into planning pro¬ 
grammes and may well lead to 
proposals which fail to in¬ 
corporate the needs and aspira¬ 
tions of the majority of house¬ 
holds. 

Exunipies were given of the 
failure ofsii-called participatory 
experiments in the where it 
wus argued cn-optiun and 
municipal control had resulted 
in a fuilurc of real community 
initiatives. In this way govern¬ 
ment policy inevitubiy tends 
towards bureaucratic and regu¬ 
latory control, at odds with the 
objectives of empowering local 
initiatives. 

It was argued that the com 
munily architecture movement 
in Britain, which began to 
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spread in the I970i as a scries of 
small, locally basedinitiatives,is 
now sponsored (and control¬ 
led?) by professions and gov¬ 
ernment in a way which will 
inevitably restrict its potential. 

The basic problem is that 
institutional priorities and 
procedures arc often at odds 
with project participants and 
(hat, while the need for local 
control is undeniable, the means 
of achieving it are difficult to 
implement. On a more positive 
note an example was cited of the 
British experience of housing 
associations which, it was 
argued, give more opportunity 
for leverage on local authorities 
and central government agen¬ 
cies while still maintaining their 
links with local communities, 
although even here reservations 
were expressed. 

It was generally felt that the 
main scope for improvement lay 
in more diffused forms of 
transportation rather than the 
concentration on centralised 
forms, whether this be seen in 
terms of public rail networks or 
urban motorways. 

The theme group concerned 
with Urban Transportation 
began criticising existing tools 
and practices. It then moved on 
to a discussion of possible 
innovations and agreed that the 
main opportunities lay in traffic 
management rather than in 
technical aspects such as modes 
of travel. 

The group identified a need 
to demystify the criteria under¬ 
lying traffic proposals and 
question basic assumptions 
regarding such things as the role 
of pedestrians etc. Another 
problem identified was that 
urban transport is considered in 
isolation from the wider social 
and economic objectives of 
urban policy—a paint made by 
many other theme groups. In its 
recommendations the group 
advocated a wider range of 
factors to be considered in 
evaluating traffic proposals and 
argued for more attention to the 
energy implications of transport 
planning needs. Technical op¬ 
tions which received attention 
were the use of gasohol vehicles 
and minibus services. 

Hazards 

The theme group concerned 
with disasters management 
made 15 presentations covering 
a wide range of topics and cases, 
Among thd tools discussed were 
low altitude aerial surveys in the 
mapping of hazards, particu¬ 
larly when linked to community 
level dectslon-mnking and the 
development of simple quanti¬ 
tative tools (such aa cost-benefit 
analysis) to aid officials in 
decision making on measuresto 
reduce risks to low cost housing 
and disaster prone areas. 

The development of assess¬ 
ment techniques to measure the 
socia-culiural factors that in¬ 
fluence the acceptance or re¬ 
jection of post-disaster housing 
provision was also felt to be 
important, as was the education 
of builders and craftsmen in 
good and snfe building prac¬ 
tices, 

Assessing the shelter needs 
of disaster survivors relative to 
other priorities, the use ofvideo 
films or slide sets to educate the 
general public and the need to 
develop a methodology for 
action planning — permitting 
considerable flexibility in the 
design, construction and pos¬ 
sible contraction of refugee 
camps —wereother areas which 
this group covered. 

The report by the community 
business and employment gen¬ 
eration group produced an 
outburst af spontaneous ap¬ 
plause. While the group itself 
was small, the areas that it 
covered were obviously critical 
to the .concern of most par¬ 
ticipants. Institutional con¬ 
trols were felt to be a central 
concern and it was argued that 
soclalwarkers often constitute & 
loss to communities because 
they sot up aclient/profeasional 


relationship rather than one 
between equals. It was fell that 
the main question was how can 
professionals empower local 
communities? 

Co-opting tenants’ associa¬ 
tions (often themselves un¬ 
representative of their com¬ 
munities) into professional 
power structures inevitably 
excluded the majority of people 
since they are not able lo write 
reports nr argue a professional 
case in public. 

If professionals have prob¬ 
lems, how then should 
communities themselves pro¬ 
ceed? An example was given of a 
consultant economist on a 
charging rate of £300 a day 
advising unemployed residents 
of a community how to manage 
on £K a day. This raised obvious 
questions about who had the 
relevant expertise to offer 
advice? 

The group argued that in 
Britain the Labour Party hail 
failed the pour as much as the 
Conservatives by cnlnrcing 
central control and local depen¬ 
dency — the very opposite oft he 
intentions or socialism. H was 
argued that there is a certain 
integrity in the market place and 
that if the poor are to really 
achieve socio-economic pro¬ 
gress, forming and establishing 
new businesses is a major area of 
opportunity. If this is the case 
then the need for professional 
advice to help people start, 
expand and maintain control 
over their own initiatives is 
obviously an essential function 
of planners and others. 

Education 

The afternoon was given over 
lo a final informal plenary 
session at which an attempt was 
made to establish links between 
opportunities for innovaiion 
between different themes. While 
the symposium identified a 
number of technical options for 
innovation yvhich could be of 
great value to professionals 
working in developing coun¬ 
tries, it was clear that the main 
emphasis for new approaches 
lay in techniques or methods 
and ways of working together. 
Another area in which consid¬ 
erable improvement could be 
achieved is education and 
training, where it was felt that 
the exist ing professional demar¬ 
cations acted as a barrier to 
interdisciplinary working prac¬ 
tices. The problems with which 
we are concerned ore not 
amenable to compartmentnlisa- 
tion in the way that most 
educational establishments, 
both in Britain and abroad, tend 
lo assume. 

Another area for innovation 
lies in communication. It was 
fell that many countries are 
often very reluctant to learn 
from the mistakes of others and 
repeat the same mistakes them¬ 
selves. Considerable effort 
needs to be invested in showing 
how certain types of approach 
can prevent problems recurring 
inter nationally. 

National event 

The event was a social and a 
professional success and clearly 
identified considerable scope 
for progress in identifying 
options for practice. As a result 
it is intended that a similar event 
bo held every year and that in 
order to spread the benefits and 
the workload from school to 
school, other institutions in' 
Britain who would be interested 
inhostingthisevemin 1987were 
invited to send a note to the 
secretary of Cendep at Oxford 
Polytechnic to arrive by the 
beginning of the summer term. 
B ids should identify not only the 
facilities which schools oan offer 
but also proposed dates and the 
subject areas which the 1987 
symposium should be con¬ 
cerned with. Given the import¬ 
ance of 1987 as the International 
Year for the Homeless, this 
offers the opportunity for a 
major national event.

ARCHITECTURE is so 
often thought of as a 
geometrical deduction from 
abstract principles to the 
broadest common spatial 
and tectonic factors. Thus it 
is often overlooked that for 
most people the most active 
shapers of their perceived 
environment are the im¬ 
mediate and familiar items 
encountered in daily life — 
between self and others, 
body and things, home and 
the world. 

Furnishings and movables, 
tools, equipment, appliances, 
images and messages, and the 
whole paraphernalia of com¬ 
munications obtrude between 
the subject and pure architec¬ 
tural form in the contemporary 
world. Perhaps it was ihisglutof

Yet the world is incorrigibly 
various and inevitably cntropic: 
a perfectly proportioned room 
with a perfectly designed tv and 
telephone in it ceases to be 
perfect as soon as the telephone 
rings and the tv is switched on. 
Not only arc the messages 
received liable to be disturbing, 
but the vibration of the noise 
and light alters the phenomen¬ 
ology or the room; the relations 
or its forms and spaces and 
surfaces, together with our 
orientation to them changes. A 
golden-section wall ceases, like 
silence, to be golden, when there 
is writing on it. 

Actions a nd even ts, with thei r 
concomitant tools and furni- 
ajways tended towards 
the dls-proportional", but 
with telecommunications this 


artist included is Richard 
Hamilton, who has long worked 
across a territory between art 
and technology, mediation and 
communications. He sees both 
art and industrial design and 
advertising as a systems op¬ 
eration involving the process, 
not only of making, but of 
marketing and packaging. He 
once created a "product^ art¬ 
work, satirising both critics and 
consumer-society, constructed 
from a set of dentures connected 
to a Braun electric toothbrush, 
and then produced a pro¬ 
motional film advertising it, 
usingall the slickness of a typical 
product of the publicity 
industry. 1 

In "Antidotes to madness?" 
he has two pieces, an artwork- 
as-consumer durable and a 
computer. The first is “Lux 50" 
a functioning prototype or a’ 
stereo system in which the 

controlsandamplifierblack box 

are built into a painting hung on 
the wall, with cables running to 
twin speakers standing before it 
on the floor orthe gallery. This is 
both a consumer product and a 
fine-art representation or itself 
Adjacent are painted 
studies for it.

picks up one of the themes and 
issues raised and predicates an 
environment upon it. 

Paley opened her -house in 
Beck Road, Hackney, as a 
public gallery, "Interim Art", in 
April 1984, and has since 
mounted several memorable 
shows in this street of terraced 
houses, notably "A Sense Of 
Place”, which combined well- 
known and unknown artists* 
work to create a show which 
turned the whole street, inside 
and outside, into a public 
artspace. 

At Riverside the most familiar 


Hamilton’s work seems to bo 
trying to represent the in¬ 
creasingly ambiguous relation 
between fineartand technology- 
based, industrially designed 
consumer products. The works 
“ x ™° 0| ber artists in the show, 
on the other hand, are as much 
about therelationbfnaturaland 
artificial as between the 
artisbc and the industrial. 

The American-Korean video 
artist Nam June Paik has been 


insuiiiciently known In 
Britain, while the American Ree 
Morton, who died in 1977, made 
her name in New York with 
fragile drawings and writings on 
walls that are on view in Britain 


[or the first time at this ex¬ 
hibition. Both (he pieces here by 
these artists represent a con¬ 
dition of distance from nature 
but with different responses. 

Morton’s childlike drawings 
and captions seem to grope back 
wistfully to a time when 
familiarity and ease with natural 
surroundings were the rule 
rather than the exception. Her 

titles convey some of this poetic 

quahty: "Yellow Cllntonia", 
Weeds of the Northeast”, 
n c ( u L r re n ‘s m a Stream", “Scaly 
Bulb and “Two Cells", * 
Paik's work, on the contrary, 
embraces the full, hot gamut 
of technology and over¬ 
production. His "TV Garden" 


is a stunning tour de force of 
video virtuosity and worth 
seeing the show for in itself. 
Thirty colour tvs are put down 
amid plants at the darkened end 
of the gallery, with a raised walk, 
rather like the platform for 
viewing the goldfish pond in an 

orientalgarden.runningaround 

it. Each screen shows the same 
programme but with a different 
colour. Music fills the air as the 
images range from dancers to 
John Cage (an elder-figure to 
this show). The effect is spec¬ 
tacular, exotic, and hypnotic — 
a sort or electronic version of 
Monet s "Waterlilies" pictures 
and a reminder that the oldest 
Jiving tradition in modem visual

The two remaining artists in

In the concentration of these 
vignettes and the massive fixity 
of her photograph, Collins 
seems lo be looking at the other 
side of the technological world 
that fascinates Hamilton und 
Paik, as if finding in the very 
meanness of impoverished 
things some of the lost reality in 
objects. A cardboard box, if you 
have to live in it, becomes an 
industrial primitive hut, and 
polythene sheets the to-hand 
raiments of a modern outcast 
from paradise. 

Piotr Sobieralski is also an 
outcast, but one who is des¬ 
perately trying to get a phone¬ 
line back to his Eden. A Polish 
artist living in Hamburg, 
Sobieralski has titled his instal¬ 
lation, which forms u kind ol 
entry-nreh to the show, “My 
grandmother can't use the 
telephone", and placed by it a 
note describing how during the 
Polish emergency of [981 all 
telephone lines to Poland were 
blocked with the message "The 
connection to the Polish 
People's Republic is at the 
present time interrupted". 


On the left-hand side nt (lie 
arch of the insuill.it inn a i t -le- 
ph>me is placed on a shelf, with 
the wire from it running inio a 
crazy whirl ubuvc it. A group ot 
black cotton threads run up 
from the phone to the ceiling, 
over the visitor's head, and 
down over a paper wall of 
calendar date sheets. Behind this 
screen the threads run down to 
the floor through a copy of a 
Stern front page, a painted 
canvas of two women making 
love, over a brick wall, to little 
brass gaskets pinned on the 
floor. From outside the gallery 
one can phone in to the artwork 
and receive the recorded 
message of the blocked con¬ 
nection to Poland. 

The allegory is clear ahum 
Poland; but the graphic com¬ 
bination of motifs in this work is 
also expressive of a general 
universal condition of con¬ 
temporary human space: the 
inseparable intertwining of the 
political ami tclccomnutni- 
cationa! with thearehitectural in 
the construction of the late 20th 
century world. Whatever con¬ 
fusions there arc with the words 
amid the whirl of wiring on the 
wall, however, there is no doubt 
that for Sobieralski it is barbed. 

“The Wiring on the Wall: Antidotes 
lo madness?" Is at the Riverside 
Gallery, until April 27. 


THE ilengniiftheLiiM Wmg 

ol tiie National Gallery nf 
Art in Washington DC is 
supposedly based on a geo¬ 
metry generated out uf the 
grand plan for the city and its 
intersection with the trape¬ 
zoidal site and the axial plan 
of the existing neoclassical 
gallery alongside. 

It is a geometry which creates 
a series of solid corner towers 
which in turn define a central 
skylit lobby. Externally, m the 
point where the different grids 
intersect, the building termin¬ 
ates on a single knife edge of 
stone. Since the building opened 
in 1978 this edge lias been 
touched and handled hy passers- 
by, creating a mark on the 
otherwise pristine stone corner. 

Tills building and 11 others 
form the hasis of a recent 
American exhibition and hook 
which examines the architec¬ 
tural ideas that generate the 
building designs and documents 
how the public have ruhhed up 
against them. The 12 buildings, 
till completed in the last ISyenrs. 
represent a broad mix of’types 
ranging from small residences in 
the suburbs lo large civic and 
commercial buildings in the 
centres of cities. The schemes 
were selected after an analysis lo 
find the most publicised build-

Il is a bold idea and the 
exhibition is appropriately 
called "The Critical Edge — 
controversy in recent American 
architecture'’. 

Such an exhibition is overdue, 
for the last few decades have 
seen not only enthusiastic 
energies to build a range of 
important buildings in the US, 
but also an unprecedented 
increase in public interest and 
involvement in that work; and 
while it is debatable whether the 
level of architectural criticism 
has improved over that time 
there is.no question but that 
there has certainly been more or 
it about. 

The list of buildings is im¬ 
pressive, if predictable—AT&T, 
Best Showroom, Piazza d'ltalia 
and the Portland Building 
appear alongside Pei’s East 
Wing, the Getty Museum in 
Malibu and the Bronx Develop¬ 
ment Centre. There are some 
oddities — alongside Gehry’s 
chain-meshed house is the house 
for another Frank designed by 
Eisenmnn, while Portman's 
Renaissance' Centre in Detroit 
and the Empire State Plaza in 
Albany show urban renewal 
with n vengeance. 

The exhibition attempts to 
display and study “the design 
ideas behind these projects, the 
design process in relation to the 
building programme, the prac¬ 
tical nnd nesihetic concerns of 
the clients and the architects nnd 
in particular the role of archi¬ 
tect lira I criticism and its impact 
on contemporary architecture". 

This attempt is mounted 
through a collection of original 
early sketches, renderings and 
models, together with photo¬ 
graphs of the finished projects in 
varying stages of wear. Conse¬ 
quently, the material on display 
includes large presentation 
models, photographs and notes 
as well as shreds of tracing 
paper. They are revealing and 
show, for instance, how Graves' 
ambitious first Ideas for a 
sculptural Portland Building 
were trimmed downtoasurpris- 
ingly spare flat box even by (he 
time of the second competition 
review; or how the original 
poetic drawings submitted by 
Maya Yang Ling for the Viet¬ 
nam memorial design competi¬ 
tion were not made public but 
replaced by a model and new 
presentation drawings. 

The exhibition explores the 
iconographic importance of the 
photograph in architecture, 
where one or two carefully 
selected images establish an 
international perception of a 


building. Censored hy designers 
these images can he in is leading, 
nnd if not updated, quite 
inaccurate. So we discover 
Eiseuntan's House VI is, in fact, 
perched on the edge of a ravine 
or Portnian's Renaissance Cen¬ 
tre in Detroit is walled in on 
those sides which face the city 
and not openly, as those to the 
lukefrom. 

The exhibition is backed by a 
detailed and well-illustrated 
200 -page catalogue which is 
available as a hardback book. 
Together, they reveal a view of 
architectural criticism based on 
diverse and frequently contra¬ 
dictory opinions. Here, one 
man's architectural meat is def¬ 
initely another’s design poison. 

There are comprehensive 
footnotes on each project show¬ 
ing that for every person con¬ 
sulted there is, indeed, a view. 
However, in typical American 
fashion,even though these views 
may be bland, the overriding 
conclusions offer optimism and 
encouragement instead of the 
perpetual pessimism and cosy 
gTeyness which seems to pervade 
the views of architecture in 
England.

Mies review 

DavidjSpacth's book on Mies vre

DESIGNED to reflect the 
best buildings in High Street, 
Crampin & Pring's scheme 
for White Lion Walk in 
Guildford takes the tradi¬ 
tional "arcade” as its central 
theme. 

The Nottingham practice saw 
the redevelopment of [(reformer 
White Lion coaching inn and 
Wool worth store as an oppor¬ 
tunity to improve on uninspired 
additions which had denigrated 
the area. 

A series of varying size shops 
arranged around an inner glazed 
mall are used to link High and 
North streets. This arcade effect 
is enlta need by use ofconti n uous 
top-lighting in the public spaces. 
In the centre of the inner street 
there is an atrium with escala- 
tors and a scenic lift serving a 


firsl-noor gallery of smaller 
specialist shops with a cafe run 
by Next. 

Inside, Italian granite and 
ceramic tiles have helped 
produce a low-key, relaxed and 
uncluttered background, allow¬ 
ing ihelighlingand interest from 
the shops to dominate at mall 
level, while emphasising the 
structured architecture of the 
gallery. 

The floor tiles are grey 
ceramic with a pink border. The 
planting boxes at gallery level 
are of pink granite and the 
scheme also features grey sado- 
lin slain Japanese screens, grey 
stained trusses and white acou¬ 
stic panels. 

The architects have tried to 
create an inviting view of the 
walk from the street and to 
express the interiorqualitiesand 


proportions of the mall on each 
elevation. Crampin & l’ring 
have referred to Tor ms elsewhere 
in the Nigh Street, such as bays, 
gables and overhangs, to inte¬ 
grate the new development with 
its surroundings. 

The project was started in 
April 1984 and completed in 
February this venr at a cost of 
£4,383,000.

Paxton's ruots were firmly 
placed in horticultural buildings 
of his native Bedfordshire 
although it was later at Chats- 
worth that hc experimented with 
his “new technology" of timber, 
iron and glass. Williams came 


at Nets kin. 

directly to concrete through 
training and instinct. History 
shows the wisdom of such ii 
choice. The Crystal Palace, 
based ns it was on a temporary 
technology, was not able to 
withstand the devouring effects 
of fire on its new Sydenham site. 
At the Beeston works Williams 
pioneered the use of firc- 
protcctcd concrete in order to 
cover the vast working areas. He 
also displayed the new 
material's added economy by 
using it to great effect in its 






cuntilevered form and thus 
indicated a structural virtuosity 
far in excess of Paxton's. 

Ill addition, the Beeston 
works was based on mu bilious 
ideas about production lines 
and utopian ideals about 
modern working conditions 
that were shared and developed 
by his client colleagues at Boots. 

The initiative for the new 
image of the Boots factory in the 
period after the First World War 
came from the firm's founder, 
Jesse Bool. Seen at the lime ns 
one of that great line of philan¬ 
thropists arid industrial com¬ 
munity builders who included 
theCadburysof Bournevillcand 
his old friend William Lever of 
Port Sunlight, Boot (the first 
Lord Trent) dreamt of estab¬ 
lishing an environment of 
quality for his own employees. 
Locally he enjoyed a lifetime 
friendship with the Nottingham 
Quaker family of Armitagc and 
also with John Burns, the well- 
known Socialist politician who 
was passionately concerned 
with the welfare of Notting¬ 
ham's working classes. 

Spurred on by his firm’s 
commercial success, Bool pur¬ 
chased in 1922 a large estate 
called "Highfields" some two 
miles to the south-west of the 
city and adjacent to the main 
LMS railway line and near the 
Notiingham-Beeston cannl. He 
envisaged die expansion of his 
successful and rapidly growing 
manufacturing nnd retail em¬ 
pire on (his site and dreamt of 
linking il to a Utopian settle¬ 
ment along the lines of 
Bournville. 

But fora VArietyof reasons — 
ill-health and early retirement 
notwithstanding — hc was 
unable to nchieve his philan¬ 
thropic ideals. 

Boot was, at the same time, 
also involved in the rapid 
expansion of his own business 
concerns, but hc was gradually 
making way for his son John to 
lake over the family businesses. 
The rapid growth of the Boots 
Company demanded new pro¬ 
duction and warehousing facil¬ 
ities because existing accom¬ 
modation was far below accept¬ 
able post-war standards. The 
existing works were situated on 
low-scale a nd const ri cted sites in 
the centre of Nottingham. 
Although Jesse Boot had pur¬ 
chased Highfields in order to 
alleviate this congestion, the 


proposals fur the idealised new 
factory cumin unity did not 
immediately materia line. Sub¬ 
sequently Bum (win >in 1920 foul 
invited young engineer Medley 
Jessup todevclop his own ideas 
lor a factory anti community at 
Highfields) Icll the details of 
expansion to his son. It was 
carried through with distinction. 

As early as 1921 a new office 
hlock was built on the Notting¬ 
ham Station Hoad site. Shortly 
afterwards a new 40-foot deep 
huilding for soap products and 
the “wets" and "arys" bottling 
and packing assembly lines was 
designed by Bromley and 
Watkins, the firm's "house" 
architects, along the whole 
length of Station Road. Jcssop, 
who had studied flow pro¬ 
duction techniques in the United 
States, was extremely critical of 
this earlier building and ob¬ 
served that a building 52 feet 
deep was required for efficient 
production. His demands were 
listened to by John Boot and he 
was instructed to look for 
suitable locations for new 
factory premises. 

He soon found an attractive 
low-cost location of 136 acres 
adjacent (o the Highfields 
estate. Il was bought for the 
company in 1927. Jessopjoined 
a new “works planning com¬ 
mittee” expressly concerned, 
with new expansion nnd de^' 
veloptnent proposals, partic¬ 
ularly of the well-known Boots 
soap lines. Bromley and 
Watkins were nolonserretained 
as architects and in 1928 on part 
of the new site at Beeston Jessop 
designed and bu ill the firs t of the 
new premises: a soapworks. It 
still stands today. 

The area of land required for 
expansion was increased and 
plans laid for a much larger 
"wets" and "drys" goods 
building. Jessop himself drew 
out an initial layout for the site 
showing a 3,000-fool-long 
building, ilwastooformidablea 
problem for Jessop and 
williams was brought in as the 
consultant engineer. Hc soon 
took on the job as design 
architect ns wetland within a few 
years created the entirely new 
image that the firm had been 
seeking based on efficiency, 
good organisation and working 
conditions. 

Jessop had provided the basis 
for (lie rational planning if not

Williams new "Wets” building 
at Beeston materially con¬ 
tributed. as a practical exemp¬ 
lar, to the betterment of work mg 
conditions in factory buildings 
m England. It was lo be the most 
successful of his great functional 
plass pH laces; a palace, as he said 
m a lecture in 1929: “... fit for 
purpose and as inexpensive as 
the adaptation of structure to 
purpose would allow." 

The new industrial palace at 
Beeston was erected on a water- 
togged and derelict site. It was 
built entirely in reinforced 
concrete with a mushroom 
columned structure. The new 
factory was meant to provide 


ideal work mg conditions for full 
production. Tn a souvenir pam¬ 
phlet some years after it opened 
the writer extolled the virtues of 
the new idea: "From the 
moment of conception of this 
new Beeston works, all the 
attention focussed upon the 
purpose for which Hie building 
was intended: production." But 
Lord Trent had qualified this in 
nts opening speech in 1933 by 
stating that: ‘'Modern machin- 
enj has not displaced human 
labour here. 

The Bools "D 10” is just one 
of many important buildings 
earned out hy Williams* struc¬ 
tural engineering and design 
practice in the l920-30s. But it is 
easily the most original of his 
works, though it remains in¬ 
complete. Intended to be n ! ,000 
teet long, it remains at 730 feet, 
.with the connections for the 
extensions still visible through 
the mess of smaller unco¬ 
ordinated structures, pipes and

Williams as a structural 
concrete problem — was 
completed in London. The new 
Daily Express building, the first 
of three such buildings to be 
built in Britain in the 1930s, was 
situated on the corner of Fleet 
Street and Shoe Lane. Although 
it was somewhat different in 
concept from the Boots factory 
buildings, in its external ap¬ 
pearance it exploited thc same 
fundamental use of concrete and 
glass. 

As early as 1930 — possibly a 
year or so after the commission 
wns first obtained from Lord 
Beaverbrook — Williams had 

E roposed an all-concrete 
uilding with similar fenes¬ 
tration details to those em¬ 
ployed at the Boots factory. The 
same year Herbert O Ellis &. 
Clarke, the architects appointed 
for the job, proposed a Neo¬ 
classical facade similar to thc 
new Daily Telegraph building a 
few doors away. This design was 
never commissioned. 

Both finns then worked on 
new proposals, in an “equal 
design" capacity, and produced 
a solution based on a completely 
independent external glass wall 
system that virtually wrapped 
itself around the portal-framed 
reinforced concrete structure 
which had been at the core of 
Willinms* original design. 

When finished, ihc new 
building was greeted, in the 
Daily Express's own words, ns 


the "most modern building in 
Britain". It was produced for— 
and there was not the slightest 
shudder of modesty here — the 
"most modern newspaper in 
Britain". When it was finally 
sheathed in its slick black 
Vlirotiie glass dress it Was a 
startlingly original addition to 
Fleet Street's urbane character. 

The building was opened by 
the newspaper's proprietor. 
Lord Beaverbrook, in July 1932 
amid a flourish of publicity. Its 
black glass surface contributed a 
completely new and almost 
magical element to this pre¬ 
dictably traditional street. Its 
smooth reflective surfacesjfclsd 
as a mirror to the sky. It wasseen 
ns an uncompromising modern 
edifice yet its surface treatment 
was, surprisingly, exceedingly 
popular. Its suave, smart; ap¬ 
pearance — three panels of 
black glass per bay — was in 
keeping with the hygienic 
looking, easy-to-clean and 
“streamlined" ideas of the 30s. 
It was described as a new 
landmark. 

Somehow, Williams and iiis 
architectural colleagues had 
stumbled on a successful 
formula. He was la lerto repeat it 
— but without the nrchitects 
Ellis and Clarke— in Glasgow 
and lateral Manchcstertowards 
the end of the decade. Even tha 
avant-garde could not ignore 
these new "Modernist" news-

It was the en¬ 
gineer's ability to give the 
Basement a span of 2ft wider 
than in the floors above, which 
was one of the deciding factors 
in the adoption of concrete 
construction in preference to 
steel." 

In fact, the engineer adopted 
the use of portal frames 
throughout. The main portals 
span 56ft 6in on each floor 
(except for the west side where 
the extra 2fl was taken up). 
From the portal frames canti¬ 
levers were extended a further 
19 ft through four floors inter¬ 
rupted only bv the laylights on 
the east side of the building. The 
cantilever treatment was similar 
to that adopted at Beeslon. 

Chermayeff was not so com¬ 
plimentary about the interior of 
the building: “On entering the 
building one finds that the 

E romise of structure has not 
een ftilfilled in the furnishings 
and equipment.. .Theentrance 
hall, mercilessly daylit from 
the continuous run of windows 
and doors is, in my opinion, in- 1 
appropriate to the structuring 
simplicity or the business of the 
building." 

This entrance hall was de¬ 
signed independently by Robert 
Atkinson, the then principal of 
the AA school, and a successful 
practitioner of 1930s decorative 
art, at the direct invitation of 
Lord Beaverbrook. 

At the far end of Atkinson's 
initial scheme stood Ellis & 
Clarke’s beautifully designed, 
flattened, elliptically shaped 
reinforced concrete spiral stair¬ 
case. This seems to be a refine¬ 
ment of an earlier circular one 
shown in Williams' drawing of 
1931. Covered- with buff 
terrazzo and divided into panels 
with ebonite expansion joints, 
this staircase was more in 
keeping with the dynamic ex¬ 
ternal treatment of tne building 
than with the super cinema 
appearance of Atkinson's foyer. 
Its sensuously curved and 
generously proportioned hand¬ 
rail was fashioned out of shiny 
“Birmabright", the same stain¬ 
less steel edging material that 
had been used for the spacers 
between the black Vitrolite 
panels of the exterior..

Flat cabling 


INTERESTING figures have been 
released by Pennon ne which 
indicate a definite trend in flat roof 
membrane specification. 

Generally, fiat roofing carried out 
using traditional BS felts (BS 747 
felts before the latest revision of (he 
standard which In February this 
year introduced Type 5 high- 
performance felts)seems to be 
declining in favour of work carried 
out using so-called high- 
performance felts (polyester based 
membranes and above). 

In 1983 about 17.3 million so m 
?' Jyp* 5 were laid, increasing 
51,.'? ^ ^ million and 1985 to* 
-0.4 million. This trend is forecast 
lo be maintained. 

Within this sector, torch-on felts 
are experiencing a similar boost, 
but still lagging well behind the 
Continent, where about 33 per cent 
oNiigh-peiformance fells are torch 
applied. In this country the 
percentage Is somewhere between 
15 per cent and 20 percent, bin the 
trend is firmly upwards — from a 
mew l.S m illion sqm in 1982 to 4.5 


million in 1985. 

Originally nil these lorch-on fells 
were manufactured abroad and 
imported by the companies 
marketing them. In this, Permanlie 
was no different from its 
competitors. But it decided to do 
something about it and in (984 
opened a new torch-on fell 
manufacturing plant at Appley 
Bridge near Wigan. From there 
being no British-made lorch-on felt 
m 1983.there weresales of 
6S0,OOOsq m of British felt last year 
— all from Permanlie, 

As an aside, it is gratifying to 
note the considerable increase in 
high-performance roofings of all 
types. This must be the sensible 
specifier action in view of the 
continuing saga of disaster caused 
by substandard fiat roofs of the 
past.
